The othar day a reporter was 
look­ 
ing over the collection of political medals 
and tokens belonging to Robert Hewitt, Jr . 
Mr. Hew itt picked up from the tray what ap­ 
peared to bo the impression of a seal on lead. 
As he held up the piece the reporter saw 
in bold relief a palmetto tree in the middle 
of the leaden circle. 
The inscription near 
the upper rim was “Confederate States of 
‘Am erica,” and on either side of the palmetto 
“Treas. Dept.” 
“That,” continued Mr. Hewitt, “It the 
first 
impression 
ever 
taken 
from the 
original seal 
of 
the Confederate treas­ 
ury 
departm ent 
The seal 
was 
cut 
by 
the 
medallist 
and 
die 
sinker, 
George H. Lovett—old George Lovett now 
—but brisk and active when he cut this 
seal 
I think ho began work on it about a 
month before Fort Sumter was tired on. He 
also did tbe seal for the state of Virginia, 
of which this is an impression,” and Mr. 
Hewitt showed the impress on lead of the 
following design: 
An Amazonian 
figure 
tramping upon a prostrate man, from whose 
bead a crown is falling. 
The inscriptions 
are: “Virginia, 
Liberty and Union,” and 
“ Sic Semper Tyrannis.” 
It is almost iden­ 
tical with the original seal of Virginia, but 
in that seal the crown lies on the ground. 
“ There 
were curious circumstances con­ 
nected with 
the ordering of the treasury 
seal,” continued Mr. Hewitt. 
“ Lovett can 
tell you all about it.” 
Following Mr. Hewitt’s directions, the re­ 
porter vsoon fou nd himself in a little office 
on the third floor of a Broadway bu ilding. 
Seated at a long, narrow table near the 
window, anti peering throu gh a magnify ing 
glass adju sted so that a circu lar piece of 
steel held by clamps was within its focu s, 
sat a man bu sily at work on the steel with a 
small instru m ent 
His face was partially 
tu rned away , bu t his gray hair showed him 
to be well advanced in y ear*. 
The reporter .spoke of seeing the first im­ 
pression of the Confederate treasury seal. 
“Then you know Mr. Hewitt? If ho hadn’t 
been so eager about it I never would have 
dared to take the impression. 
You see, I 
was carefully watched. 
A total stranger, 
whom I have never seen since then nor heard 
of in any way, came to me with the design 
and ordered tbe seal 
A fter the long lapse 
of time I cau remember him only as tall and 
dark. 
Nearly all the time I was cutting 
the 
seal 
he 
sat 
in 
the 
office 
watching 
the 
work. 
He 
seemed 
exceedingly anxious that I should finish the 
job as soon os practicable, and at the same 
time he didn’t want any of my other custo­ 
mers to see the design. 
On one of the very 
few occasions, when he had left the office 
for a brief space of time Mr. Hew itt hap­ 
pened in. 
I knew him to bo an enthusiastic 
num ism atist 
So I let him see the design 
anil the seal which I bad almost finished, 
only the final touches, if I remember aright, 
being wanted. 
Mr. Hew itt’s numismatic 
enthusiasm was at ^uce aroused. 
I could 
not resist his request for an impression. 
I 
had a dipper of molten lead on the fire, and 
I poured the lead over the seal 
Thus was 
taken tbe first impression of the seal of the 
Confederate treasury departm ent 
It was 
barely cold and in Mr. Hew itt’s pocket 
before the stranger entered. 
I made the 
seal for 
Virginia, and curiously enough 
that for West V irg inia 
When Virginia 
seceded the orginial must have been lost, 
otherwise I can’t account for the order I 
received, 
nor do I know why the slight 
change from the original should have been 
wanted. ” 
The reporter asked Mr. 
Lovett if there 
had been any change in methods since he 
had been in the profession. 
“ W e form erly cut on steel bound with 
iron, so that, if tbe steel cracked, the iron 
would hold the pieces together. 
But since 
then tbe quality of steel has been greatly 
improved, so that tbe binding can be dis­ 
pensed with. 
The metal for our work now 
comes in round or octagon-shaped bars from 
six to fifteen feet long. 
W e saw off a piece 
of tho bar lor each design we have to cut 
Medals, of course, require two dioa 
W e 
strike off the medals on powerful screw 
presses. 
Hard metals we are obliged to an­ 
neal from six to ten times before we can get 
a clear Impression.'* 
“Then much time must be 
consumed in 
¡striking off the medals?” 
“Yes. 
When the medal Ls a fine cne and 
carefu l work is requ ired, I rarely strike off 
more than fou r or five medals a day . 
Bu t 
that kind 
of 
work 
isn’t 
called 
for 
very often now. 
Th‘* demand for medals 
has increased 
wonderfu lly , 
bu t 
people 
wau t them mi all and cheap 
Work bin 
to lie done qu ickly 
now. 
Orders 
are 
coming tn from all over the cou u try . 
I am 
constantly sinking dies for medals to be dis­ 
tribu ted u e prizes at agricu ltu ral fairs, col­ 
lege commencements, mu sical prizi contests, 
pnzc drills, or to be sold as memorials at 
centennial celebrations. 
Here, for instance, 
is a medal I have cu t for the Alabama 
*tate fair. 
The u bveree represents tho arms 
of the state; the reverse, a scene ou a cot­ 
ton plantation. 
The wreath arou nd it is 
composed of wheat, corn and rica 
For­ 
merly orders were fewer, bu t tbe designs 
were more elaborate. 
Most of tbe designs 
that come to me now 
I can cu t in a wer^— 
many of them in a day or two. 
Contrast 
t hat with the two months and 
a half I spent 
on the cable medaL 
That medal wa-> or­ 
dered by the chamber of commerce to oom- 
memorate the su ccessfu l lay ing of the Field 
cable. 
I » hou ll think that $10 ,0 0 0 worth of 
gold was pu t into the limited nu mber of 
gold copies stru ck off 
They were presented 
to Mr. 
Field, the officers of the * vessels 
which took part in lay ing the cablo, and 
others prominently concerned in the @n-

“ 1 have designed some curious pieces in 
my day. 
1 remember that in 1340 the issue 
of tie io-called shln-plasters (small political 
medaL) began. 
One which I struck off rep- 
r«*«atod Jackson coming out of a safe and 
carrying a bag of money. 
Tbe Inscription 
was: 
'I take the responsibility.' 
During 
the war I designed the large medal presented 
to Ma£ Anderson for his defense of 8aist*r, 
and that commemorating Che victory ef the

“In whet metals do you generally strike 
f yoar medals?”

sinkers get out little white metal medals 
with tbe busts of the candidates or some de­ 
signs commemorative of the celebration.
